Senator Hammond Files Bill 
Broadens 'Good Samaritan' Law 


Gov. Peabody Signs Tax Relief Bill 


George D. Hammond of West- 
field. 

“At the present time,” Sena¬ 
tor Hammond explained, “a phy¬ 
sician is protected against civil 
liability only when he gives emer¬ 
gency care or treatment at the 
scene of an automobile accident.” 

The Hammond measure would, 
on the other hand, extend the ex¬ 
emption to any emergency situa¬ 
tion that might result in personal 
injuries, such as a skiing acci¬ 
dent, a beach mishap, a football 
injury, or a fall. 

“This is an area that requires 
legislative attention,” the Hamp- 
den-Berkshire Senator said. - 

“There have been many in¬ 
stances in the past when physi¬ 
cians who acted sincerely and 
generously in the administration 
of emergency medical attention 
have found themselves the object 
of major civil actions. 

“This has resulted in a natural 
hesitancy on the part of physi¬ 
cians to give emergency care. 
They are bound by their profes-

Attorney David M. Marshall, a 
native of Springfield, has re¬ 
turned home to practice law and 
has joined the staff of his father, 
Attorney Arthur M. Marshall, of 
145 State Street, Springfield. 

Mr. Marshall graduated magna 
cum laude from Classical High 
School in 1951 and while there 
won the annual Senate Tablet De¬ 
bate. He received his Bachelor of 
Arts degree cum laude in 1955 
from Wesleyan University, Mid¬ 
dletown, Connecticut, where he 
majored in government. 

Mr. Marshall entered the Har¬ 
vard Law School in the fall of 
1955.

to most distant points be sent by 
Air Mail from now on. 

Speaking about Christmas 
packages, the Postmaster said, 
“I cannot emphasize too strongly 
the vital need for packing and 
wrapping your Christmas gifts 
securely. Pack all your gifts in 
sturdy cartons, wrap them with 
heavy paper, and tie them secure¬ 
ly with strong cord. It is some¬ 
times hard to understand why 
people will be so careless about 
putting valuable Christmas gifts 
into the mails in flimsy boxes and 
loosely wrapped packages. Many 
of these poorly wrapped gifts 
simply cannot stand the neces¬ 
sary handling, and thus cause 
much delay and disappointment 
all around.” 

The Postmaster further sug¬ 
gests that it is best to print the 
recipient’s full name, sti'eet ad¬ 
dress, city, zone or ZIP Code 
number and state on all mailing 
labels, making sure to include an 
extra label inside your gift pack¬ 
ages.

To Select Playthings With Care 


to the strength of the child. A toy 
which is too heavy for a young¬ 
ster to handle easily may be the 
cause of an accident to that child. 

For small children, select wash¬ 
able playthings colored with non- 
poisonous dye or paint. Lead 
paint with other poisonous ingre¬ 
dients may cause serious illness 
or death. See that playthings are 
sturdy and well made. Cheaply 
constructed or breakable toys will 
conre apart or he broken under 
strenuous child play, leaving jag¬ 
ged edges which may cause cuts 
and infection. 

Electrical toys of any type are 
unsafe for very young children. 
For older ones, select only those 
which bear the seal of approval 
of the Underwriters’ Laborator¬ 
ies. Remind children never to play 
with electrical equipment with 
wet hands or damp clothing. 

Toys requiring alcohol, kero¬ 
sene or gasoline to generate pow¬ 
er are especially dangerous — 
they may upset and set fire to 
children’s clothing or to the house 
itself.

At Christmas, many of us who 
give toys to children get carried 
away by our own likes and dis¬ 
likes. and sometimes get gifts 
which are dangerous to children. 
As a guide to those who will be 
helping Santa with gifts for chil- 
en, the Safety Council of West¬ 
ern Massachusetts has prepared 
the following suggestions and , 
hints. 

The right toy for the right age i 
used in the right places helps 
keep children happy, occupied and 
safe. Toddlers will play with any¬ 
thing — from rattles to rifles, 
from dolls to dynamite. And don’t 
underestimate an older young¬ 
ster’s judgement, either. 

Eye toys critically before you 
buy. Avoid anything with sharp 
edges, [joints, small parts that 
can be pulled off and swallowed. 
Buy toys that a child is mentally 
and physically equipped to han¬ 
dle. The toy manufacturers can 
do only so much to protect chil¬ 
dren; the rest is up to YOU. 

Wise selection is not enough. 
Some parental teaching or super¬ 
vision is a second important step. 
An air rifle, archery set, dart 
game, sharp knife or chemistry 
set may become dangerous in the 
hands of a child too young to un¬ 
derstand the hazards involved. 
Even older children should have 
adult supervision with play equip¬ 
ment of this type.

When Lombard Button died in 1901 he was the last survivor of 
those who petitioned that Agawam be a separate town in 1855. He 
had been a resident here since lie was ten. 

His grandfather, Elijah Button, was an early settler of Hamp¬ 
den. A brother of Elijah, Asa Button, came to Agawam at about 
the same time and lived in a farmhouse on Main St., opposite Cooper 
St., owning also what was later the Smith, Hill and Caldon property, 
as well as a large part of the meadows, the Button and Laviolette 
farms.

In 1864 he enlisted in 30th Co. Unattached Heavy Artillery 
which was stationed on Arlington Heights as defense of Washington. 
Whilein camp, he asked permission for his wife to visit him that she 
might see some of the sights in the city. She came—but spent most 
of her time in the Army kitchen cooking and supervising culinary 
activity, much to the delight of the 9oldiers. 

The Buttons had no children but had odopted a nephew, Charles 
Barden, who was then about ten years old. Mrs. Button remained 
in camp and Charles came to stay also. Lombard Button was never 
in battle and was mustered out at the end of the war. 

In 1868 he returned to Agawam to care for his parents, his 
father being nearly blind. 

Besides running his farm, Lombard worked for the town on road 
repairs. He helped the neighboring farmers with the task of butch¬ 
ering. He also acted as funeral director and undertaker before it 
became customary to hire a director from the city. 

Besides the care of his parents lie boarded a cousin who was a 
great care for many years. Several young people found this place 
a home also. 

Mr. Button was of kindly nature with a keen humor and sense 
of hospitality which made his home a pleasant place. 

A few years after the death of his wife, he moved into the home 
of Charles Barden, a new house built on Button land just north of 
the old one. Often during his declining years he was seen sitting 
under the trees on the sloping lawn, still interested in seeing what 
went on in the town where he had been a resident for 75 years.

It cited a resolution of the 
AHA board of directors which 
said: 

“Although the statistical asso¬ 
ciation between heavy cigarette 
smoking and increased mortality 
and morbidity from coronary 
heart disease does not prove cas¬ 
ual relationship, the Board be¬ 
lieves there is sufficient evidence 
of the harmful effects of cigar¬ 
ette smoking to warrant the AHA 
and its affiliates and chapters 
joining with other health agen¬ 
cies in educational programs to 
discourage cigarette smoking by 
the general public, with special 
emphasis on teenagers and per¬ 
sons who have high blood pres¬ 
sure, elevated blood cholesterol, 
signs of arteriosclerosis or a fam¬ 
ily history of heart attacks or 
strokes. 

“Additionally, the AHA is well 
aware of the relationship of 
heavy cigarette smoking to chron¬ 
ic pulmonary disease and cancer 
of the lung. Since these diseases 
are major public health problems, 
the Board believes they provide 
additional reasons for the above 
recommendations.” 

Among MHA - sponsored re¬ 
search projects over the past year 
was one which indicated a def¬ 
inite relationship between heavy 
smoking and pulmonary emphy¬ 
sema, a fast-growing and serious 
disease. 

The MHA, additionally, is co¬ 
operating with other major health 
agencies in appraising the possi¬ 
bilities and potential of programs 
directed against smoking, espe¬ 
cially among the young. 

More than $800,000 in AHA 
and MHA funds have been chan¬ 
neled directly into research in 
.Massachusetts, the report di¬ 
vulged. Periodic reports are made 
to the public by the MHA of re¬ 
sults of its research programs, 
many of which have ranked high 
in lifesaving medical - surgical 
breakthroughs. Nearly 100 proj- 
I ects have been added. 


The Massachusetts Association, 
in an unprecedented step, has de¬ 
voted the cover and opening pages 
ol its annual report to a warning 
against cigarette smoking. 

The report, released today 
throughout the Commonwealth, 
was titled “A Message in the 
Public Interest.”

The 8311th Air Force Reserve
